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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: " 

1. An electronic money sysrtem, comprising: 

an electronic money terminal having withdrawing means, 
for withdrawing a transaction amount from electronic money 
representing monetary value/ stored in a portable electronic 
device^ and processing mea^s for processing a balance due 
when the transaction amoymt exceeds the amount stored in the 
portable electronic dev/ce; and 

electronic money management means for compiling the 
transaction amount withdrawn from the electronic money 
through said electrionic money terminal and the amount 
processed by the balance due processing means. 

2 . An electronic money system according to Claim 1 , 
wherein the portable electronic device is an information 
card. 

3. An electrjemic money system according to claim 2, 



wherein the in^rmation card is a c ontact les s -type 
information/card which exchanges the amount data in a 
contacti^ss manner. 

4 . An electronic money system according to claim 1 , 
further comprising a money deposit terminal for updating the 
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amount data stored in the portable electronic -^device. 

.5. An electronic money system according to claim 1, 
wherein the balance due processing means processes the 
balance due to be paid on credit. 

^^6T) An electronic money system according to claim 1, 
wherein the balance due processing means has reading means 
for reading a credit flag embedded in the electronic unit. 

7. An electronic money system according to claim 1, 
wherein the electronic unit has a personal identification 
function. 

8 . An electronic money system according to claim 1 , 
wherein the electronic unit is integrated with a 
communication terminal. 

9. An electronic money terminal in which settlement 
and clearing are carried out by using electronic money 
contained in an electronic devixre, comprising: 

processing means for processing a payment of a balance 
due so that the payment be^ deferred when an amount of a 
transaction exceeds the/amount of money data contained in 
the electronic devic^e representing monetary value, at the 
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time the transaction /amount is withdrawn from a balance. 




10. An electronic money terminal according to claim 9, 
wherein said processing means shares the balance due to a 
designated account or loan, and stores the share. 

11. A transaction method^hich uses electronic money, 
comprising the steps of: 

subtracting a trarnsaction amount from electronic money 
contained in an ed^ctronic device; and 

processing a payment of a balance due so that the 
payment deferred when the transaction amount exceeds the 
amoup^c of electronic money contained in the electronic 
device. 



12. A transaction method according to claim 11, wherein 
the deferred payment of the balance due is funded from a 
designated account or from loan. 



*''^13. An electronic mon§^ system, comprising: 
^ an electronic money>€eirminal having means for 

withdrawing a transaoj^on amount from a balance on an 
electronic device Jraving information storage unit for 
storing electronic money representing monetary value, and 
for allowing tffie payment of any balance due to be deferred 
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when the transaction amount exp^ds the balance; and 

electronic money mana^(dment means for compiling the 
transaction amount witl^rawn from the balance in the 
electronic device tifrough said electronic money terminal and 
an amount of the^allowed deferred payment. 




14. An electronic moneyy^ystem according to claim 13, 
wherein the electronic device is a /card-type-^torage medium. 



15. An electrcmic money system according to claim 14, 
wherein the 



typ€ 



leystorage medium is a cdntactless 
in formation/?ard which exchanges the transaction amount data 
in a cont^ctless manner. 



16. An electronic money system according to claim 13, 
wherein the electronic device has a communication terminal 
function. 



17. An electronic money 
wherein the electronic device 
and verification function. 




An electronic money 



wherein the electronic device 



system according to claim 13, 
has a personal identification 

system according to claim 13, 
serves as an entry or exit key. 
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(E9^ An electronic money system according"to claim 13/ 
wherein the electronic money management means records date 
and time of the transaction using the electronic device, 
along with the amount of the transaction.
